The present inquiry eenters on charges 
made by W. 8. Moore Jr. of Evanston, a mas- 
ter plumber, in which he declares that the 
Federal company is a member of a pool with 
many other plumbing supply houses, and 
that, because of discriminations made 
against him by this alleged combine, his 
business was injured. 

Although the investigation started on a 
charge of perjury against the officers of the 
Federal company, it has broadened into a 
general inquiry into the operations of the 
Chicago supply houses. 

Juror Hints at Indictments. 

“It appears as though Moore will be able 
to establish the fact of a combine.“ said a 
member of the grand jury yesterday. We 
shall complete the investigation before we 
take up any other business, and while L can 
not say in advance of hearing all of the 
evidence what the jury will do, I now think 
the chances of Indictments are not remote.’
